He does 
mention that he will be on every evening operating on SSB, PSK and RTTY. QSL via his home 
callsign.

Operators Jim/WB2REM, Paul/W4PGM and Glenn/KD2JA will be operating from Placentia, 
Belize, as V31MM, V31PM and V31GB between March 23-30th, 2011. During the 2011 CQ
